1 .0 The subject-matter of the present application is distinguished from that of D1 ,as 
admitted by the Applicant himself on page 1 of the present description, by the composition 
of the present application having less than 2 wt% of the glycidyl acrylate polymer (B). D1 
discloses powder coating compositions with a minimum of 2.5 wt % of component (B). The 
Applicant alleges on page 2 of the present description that the effect of this small 
difference ( i.e. 0.5 wt % less of (B)) with D1 is improved flow- behaviour. However, upon 
analysis of the present comparative examples it is immediately apparent that this alleged 
improvement relative to the state of the art does not stem from a true comparison with D1 . 
D1 clearly relates to compositions containing both glycidyl acrylate polymer and a 
separate epoxy resin component, whilst the present comparative examples only contain 
the glycidyl acrylate polymer component. Given the failure to provide a true comparison 
with the very closely related closest state of the art in D1 and the given the small difference 
(i.e. as low as 0.5 wt % of (B)) of the distinguishing feature in the present case, the 
presence of an inventive step in present Claim 1 must be questioned. 

It should additionally be noted that none of the present sub-claims contain subject- 
matter which on face-value at least is sufficient to establish an inventive step . 

However, the Applicant may care to consider that if a true comparative test with D1 
can be provided which also shows the alleged improvement in flow properties, then a 
strong case for the presence of an inventive step in the present application can be made. 

2.0 The reasoning of the proceeding section self-evidently also applies to the case of D2, 
which also attacks the inventivity in the present application.

Certain observations on the international application 

1 .0 It is clear from the description on page 3, lines 5-7 that the following feature is 
essential to the definition of the invention: 

- Component B) constitutes from 5 to 95 percent of the total weight of components 
B) and C) and the molar ratio of glycidyl groups to carboxyl groups in the composition is 
from 1.3:1 to 1:1.3. 

Since independent claim 1 does not contain this feature it does not meet the requirement 
following from Article 6 PCT taken in combination with Rule 6.3(b) PCT that any 
independent claim must contain all the technical features essential to the definition of the 
invention. 

2.0 The embodiment of the invention described on page 2. lines 6-7 does not fall within 
the scope of the claims. Claim 1 claims a specific range for component (B) with 2 wt % as 
the upper limit and not to all compositions containing a maximum of 2 wt % of (B). This 
inconsistency between the claims and the description leads to doubt concerning the matter 
for which protection is sought, thereby rendering the claims unclear (Article 6 PCT).
